The oil market has been rather slack, 
and for the most part quotations 
are easier. Cottonseed oil holds 
holds its own pretty well, but lard is 
easier and linseed continues very dull 
and weak. Taints are quiet without 
notable change. Dyes are dull and pre- 
sent no new features. Chemicals are 
dull and heavy but prices appear to 
have touched bottom. In drugs there 
has been a fair business and prices are 
without important changes, the leading 
articles being steady.

THE POSITION OF SULPHATE OF 
BARYTES. 

Another instance of reckless specula- 
tion is shown in the recent heavy im- 
portations of barytes. Early in the 
present year it became known that the 
domestic manufacturers would not be 
able to fill their contracts, owing toa 
lack of crude material. This caused a 
great deal of grumbling among grind- 
ers, who in consequence of the ‘‘boom”’ 
movement had large orders to fill, and 
when the receipts from the American 
makers were cut off they were obliged 
to have recourse to the more expensive 
imported article. The importers hav- 
ing aspecial outlet for their goods, 
through which nearly all that arrived 
passed, had asmall stock, and the in- 
creased demands immediately enhanced 
the value of the article, forcing the 
price up $10 or $15 per ton. Now came 
the opportunity of the speculators, and 
they immedlately took advantage of it 
to send large orders to the other side. 
The subjoined table will show the im- 
mense increase in the receipts for the 
past five months. and also gives the 
quantity of barytes imported by months 
in 1879, in comparison with the impor- 
tations from January up to the 29th of 
May, 1880:

The importations during the first two 
months of this year were about the 
average In March the receipts were 
increased over 250 per cent, and during 
the present month were greater than 
ever before known. The receipts for 
the last five months exceed the total for 
1879 by 3 243,528 Ibs. Some of the lots 
were to be delivered on contract and a 
portion has been sold since arrival, but 
the larger part of it has gone into store. 

The first of the shipments had hardly 
been received here when the domestic 
makers, having in the mean time re- 
ceivagore, began making deliveries on 
their contracts, and the excitement 
among the buyers began to subside. 
Not so with the speculaters. The fall- 
ing off in the demand did not seem to 
affect them in the Jeast. On the con- 
trary, they increased their importations, 
evidently thinking that the activity was 
only checked for the moment, and that 
the grinders, finding the manufacturers 
unable to meet their requirements fast 
enough to enable them to fill their own 
contracts, would be obliged tu return 
again to the foreign article. 

Our market reports for the past month 
or two have shown an entirely different 


; State of affairs. The manufacturers

have been able to fill their engagements, 
and the quantity of foreign barytes 
teken by the grinders has been a very 


5 | small percentage of the amount import- 


ed. There is consequently a large 
stock of the imported goods on 
the spot, which will no doubt be 
augmented during the next few 
months by further arrivals from abroad 
and the surplus of the domestic ‘manu- 
facturers. All the large buyers being 
stocked up beyond their requirements 
for some time to come, there appears to 
be no immediate outlet for the stock of 
foreign. This of course has a depressing 
influence on the market, which seems to 
be daily declining, and unless a decided 
reaction occurs, it will be many months 
before a better state of affairs exists 
As to a revival of the activity that 
characterized the market last Fall and 
during the early part of this year, there 
does not appear to be any immediate 


prospect of such an pvent pcourtipg, 








Our merchants bave been reminded that 
it is not always the best policy to force 
a market on the first signs of a revival 
of trade, and latterly, business, though 
possibly not so profitable as on the plan 
fullowed during the rush,has been con- 
ducted on a safer basis and causes 
greater satisfaction to all concerned, 
except, perhaps, the speculators. 


THE PRODUCTION OF BROMINE IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 

The first production of bromine in the 
Onited States was in 1846, at Freeport, 
Pa., and for more than twenty years 
following the chief source of its manu- 
facture was in that State. The salt 
liquors in the regions of Ohio and Kana- 
wha, W. Va., were subsequently found 
to be richer in bromine than those of 
any other section of the United States, 
and the principal site of the manufac- 
ture of this chemical has since been 
transferred to those localities. Itisa 
notable fact not yet explained, that the 
salt wells in this State and in Michigan 
furnish only so slight atrace of bromine 
as to render them valueless for this ele- 
ment.Bromine is extracted from the li- 
quor which remains after the salt is ex- 
tracted,and is known technically as the 
“‘bittern’”’ or ‘‘mother liquor.”’Its meth- 
od of separation from this liquor is thus 
described. The liquors when first pumped 
up from the pit, mark 8° or 9° Baume. 
They are evaporated in long iron boilers 
to 15° Baume, allowed to settle, then 
further evaporated to the crystallizing 
point in wooden tubs heated by steam, 
The first crystallization form the salt of 
commerce. The tubs, five in number, 
are placed side by side, and every day 
the liquor is decanted from one to an 
other—from No 1 to No. 2, then to 
No. 3, and so onto No. 5. The crystal 
lized salt is removed from each tub after. 
draining off the liquid. When the brine 
reaches tub No. 5 it has become mother 
liquor, and consists principally of chlo- 
rides of calcium, magnesium, sodium, 
and a little chloride of aluminum, with 
varying proportions of bromides of so- 
dium and calcium. Tub No. 1 is filled 
every day with fresh brine, so that the 
process becomes continuous The 
mother liquor, marking 30° to 38° 
Baume, is evaporated to 42° to 45°, 
thus separating a new quantity of salt. 

The bittern is then distilled with sul- 
phuric acid and black oxide of manga- 
nese, potassium chlorate being some- 
times, though rarely, substituted for 
the latter. The still is made of sand- 
stone, sometimes hewn out of a single 
block, cubical or cylindrical in shape, 
and covered by a top-plate or lid; some- 
times, in order to increase the size of 
the vessel, in two pieces, fitting the one 
upon the other, with the seams grooved 
and cemented with sodium silicate, 
sand, and crude calcium chloride from 
the exhausted bittern, sometimes flat 
slabs are fitted to each other, cemented, 
and held together by bolts. The lid is 
held down by its own weight, and luted 
with stiff clay, kept moist by “bittern 
water’”’—spent bittern, rich in calcium 
chloride. The lid is fitted with a funnel 
and pipes for changing the still and fer 
the escape of the bromine vapor, and at 
the bottom of the still is a plugged hole 
for running off the residue. The stills 
hold from 100 to 500 gallons. Heat is 
generally applied by a jet of steam car- 
ried directly into the contents of the 
still, causing agitation and thorough 
mixture of the materials. In some of 
the older retorts an iron flue coverrd 
with sheet-lead was carried through the 
sides, coming from a portable coke- 
furnace. The cooling-pipe is of lead, # 
inch or 1 inch in diameter and about 10 
feet long, coiled spirally into a common 
worm, and placed in a barrel through 
which cold water isrun as usual. At 
some of the works the practice is to in- 
troduce into the still the bittern boiling 
hot from the evaporating kettles, then 
to add about 1.25 per cent of sulphuric 


gold (previously diluted with twice its 
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bulk of water), turn on the steam, and 
finally add oxide of manganese, to.the 
extent of about half the weight.of the 
sulphuric acid, in fine. powder .and 
stirred with bittern, the manganese be- 
ing introduced in small portions as the 
bromine distills over. The receiver .is 
a glass bottle with a wide mouth,whence 
the uncondensed vapor.is carried off by 
a lead pipe to be cundensed in.a solution 
of caustic soda. Sometimes, a coke 
tower, with bittern owing down over 
the coke, is used for this condensation; 
but a vessel with caustic soda solution 
seems to be preferred, the. bubbling 
through serving as an indication of the 
way in which the still is working. . The 
bromine is washed with water, and put 
up for market in glass bottles with 
ground stoppers, those used at Pomeroy 
usually holding 64 pounds. Sometimes 
what are called 1-pound ammonia bot- 
tles, holding about 2 kilogrammes, of 
bromine. The spent liquor from the 
stills is neutralized .with lime, precipi- 
tating iron derived fromthe manga- 
nese, and then evaporated to sucha 
density that it will solidify on cooling. 
While hot and liquid it is poured into 
barrels, and is afterwards sold as crude 
chloride of calcium, used principally 
for drying the air in fruit: houses -dry- 
ing of apples, peaches, etc., and tomake 
the saline baths in which the. tin cans 
of fruit, fish, oysters etc., to be pre- 
served by hermetically sealing, are 
heated. This material is also available 
for making artificial stone under Ran- 
some’s patent. In. distilling the bro- 
mine no special arrangement is in use 
for the protection of the workmen’s 
health, except that the still-honse is so 
built astoallow free passage of air 
through it,andthe position of the stills 
is such that the men can have the bene- 
fit of the usual direction of the wind. 
he production of bromine is con- 
stantly increasing, as the uses for it are 
multiplied or the requirements of any 
special use increase. The export trade 
has grown very rapidly. Previous to 
1870 the consumption was almost en- 
tirely local, but since that year the 
cheapness of American bromine has 
gained for it a largely increased sale 
abroad in competition with the foreign 
article. The producticn as estimat- 
ed at the present time is about 
300,000 Ihs. perannum. The consump- 
tion of the article, in the form of the 
bromides, has considerably increased. 
During the Jast twelve years, bromide 
of potassium has been the principal salt 
used, but for the past three or four 
years, bromide of sodium, zinv, and 
several other bromides have become 
very popular. The only really new ap- 
plication of bromine is in the manufac. 
ture of aliz:rine, and its use has done 
much to cheapen cost of produciog that 
dyestuff. 
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THE DENATURALIZATION OF AL- 
COHOL. 

We have previously referred the seri- 
ous burden upon domestic manuufactur- 
ers of the various products in which al- 
cohol is employed, of the internal tax 
upon spirits, and have suggested that 
some provision should be made for the 
remission of this tax in certain cases. 
This may be readily accomplished by 
denaturaliziog the alcohol, that is, ren- 
dering it unflt for use as a beverage, it 
being proper to assume that the only 
form in which it should be taxed isin 
the condition of beverages, or at least 
that in all forms io which it isemployed 
for industrial purposes, it should not be 
taxed. This is more especially the cass 
with such goods as are subject to inter- 
nal revenue tax after manufacture. In 
July last the German parliament passed 
a law, which permitted the use of alco- 
hol, free of duty, for certain manufac- 
turing purposes, including the manu- 
facture of vinegar. By a supplemental 
regulation, passed Dec, 28d, 1879, the 
law bas been further specialized, and 


the following provisiong particularly 
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apply to the business of pharmaceutical 
or chemical manufactures. The rm 
Centralth. gives the provisions of the 
bill as follows: 

Duty-free alcohol may be used for all 
commercial purposes, except for the 
preparation, ist, of soaps, 24, of per- 
fumery, 8d, of alcoholic liquids which 
are or may be used as beverages or oth- 
erwise intended for internal use. Re- 
bate of duty, or freedom from duty, will 
be granted only to such alcohol as has 
been “‘denaturalized,”? that is, whicb 
has been made unfit as a beverage. The 
usual method of denaturalization— 
which has been copied from that in use 
in England—is the additivn of 10 per 
cent of wood spirit; but, for certain 
manufacturing purposes, this addition 
is objectionable, and may be replaced 
by either of the following methods: AI- 
aohol for the manufacture of alkaloids 
is denaturalized by the addition of + per 
cent. of oil of turpentine, or 0.025 per 
cent. of animal oil; if intended for the 
preparation of resin of jalap or scammo- 
ny, by + per cent. of oil of turpentine; 
if intended for making chloroform, 
iodoform or ether, by 0.025 per cent. of 
animal oil; if for collodion, tannin and 
salicylic acid, by 10 per cent. of ether; 
and if intended for the manufacture of 
vinegar, by 100 to 300 per cent. of water 
and 100 per cent of vinegar. The act of 
denaturalization is performed, on the 
application of the manufacturer or deal- 
er, if possible in his own establishment. 
The applicant must furnish the materi- 
als for denaturalization himself, and 
bear all expenses. The revenue officers 
are authorized to have access, at all 
times, to those portionsof the estab- 
lishment in which the denaturalized 
alcohol is used, to keep control of the 
amount of the latter, and to examine it 
chemically. The substances used for 
denaturalization must be strictly in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the law, 
and must comply with the reactions 
and tests there given. For instance, 
wood spirit must have a spec. gr. not 
exceeding 0.840, must boil between 58° 
and 62° RR. (=162.5°-171.50 F.), 
and must remain clear or should 
but very slightly opalesce if mix- 
ed with an equal volume of water; 
further, on mixing 19 cc. of the 
wood.spirit with 20 cc. of a soda so- 
lution of spec. gr. 1,300, at least 1 cc. of 
the wood-spirit must remain undis- 
solved; and finally, 10 cc. of wood-spirit 
must completely decolorize a mixture 
consisting of 1 part of bromine and 80 
parts of a 50 per cent. acetic acid. The 
examination of oil of turpentiue,animal 
oil, and ether is restricted to the iden- 
tification of their peculiar odors, and 
that of the vinegar used for denaturali- 
zation to the proof that it contains at 
least 6 per cent. of glacial acid.

This was the first ex- 
hibition held in the new and permanent 
buildings which have been erected in the 
furtherence of this commendable enter- 
prise. The commissioners are justified in 
the congratulatory terms with which they 
refer to the successful conclusion of the 
enterprise. Cincinnati may well congrat- 
ulate herself on the permanent establish- 
ment of such an exposition. It covers all 
branches of industrial art and cannot fail 
of being an educational institution, that no 
city of culture and enterprise can do with- 
out. Inthe absence of schools in which 
artizens can acquire the technical educa- 
tion necessary to enable them to prosecute 
with success the various branches of art in- 
dustry. Some such institution is a public 
beneficence, and with schools will become 
still more useful, affording as it does every 
one interested an opportunity of compar 
ing the achievements of others with his 
own, Above all,it has a tendency to digni-y 


and enoble producing pursuits and manu- 
allabor. Such expositions it is true are 
apt to degenerate into mere shows and ad- 
vertising bazaars, but with an endowment 
and other elements of permanence such as 
the Ohio Industrial Exposition has, there 
is every inducement on the part of its man- 
agers to make it what it is intended to be, 
an educational institution of incalculable 
value to the public at largeas well as to 
the branches of industry represented in its 
displays.

The White Lead Market, 
May 25th, 1830: 
Editor Ow, Paint AND Drue REPORTER. 

My attention has been called to an 
article in your paper of the 26th in re- 
gard to the “White Lead Market. | 
do not probably know to whom you 
are indebted for the information up- 
on which you base your statement. 
The article is, 1 suppose, intended to 
compel corroders to make a decline in 
their prices, under the plea of necessi- 
ty. Iwill not undertake to correct 
the statement in detail, but would say 
that the article does injustice to the 
“Western Association.” It appears to 
be a common practice now with some 
parties in your city in giving market 
reports to locate all irregularities in 
“the West.” Ido not desire to defend 
any parties that may be engaged in 

he cutting you refer to, but would 
suy that it was not commenced and is 
not carried on by the“‘three concerns” 
alluded to (whoever they may be) The 
original cutting was done not by par- 
ties who were outside of the national 
organization, but by parties who were 
and are members of the national or 
ganization, and strange as it may ap 
pear, do not belong to “the West.” I 
will admit that this did not justify the 
West in imitating them, but think no 
one section should be allowed all the 
glory, and I think further that most 
of ‘the cutting” has been done by 
dealers who having stocks of lead on 
hand feareda decline and therefore 
felt justified in unloading below the 
Association price. ‘lhe eastern asso- 
ciation in order to protect dealers 
from loss,agreed to allow on all stocks 
on hand purchased within 30 days in 
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case Of a decline. The Consolidated 
Co. authorized their members to guar- 
antee on all stocks on hand that have 
been purchased after May 5th in case 
of a decline by the company until 
July 15. Now in making these guar- 
antees it was not intended or expect- 
ed that any decline should be made. 
None can be made without loss to the 
corroders, 


The present cost of pig lead cuts no 
figure whatever in the cost of white 
lead, as pig lead purchased now will not 
be ready for market in the shape of 
white lead before September (and only 
part of it then); the material to supply 
the market this year with white lead has 
all been purchased at high prices, and a 
rednetion based on the present cost of 
pig lead would cause severe loss to the 
corroders. 

Now you are aware I do not write for 
publication, but knowing you would not 
willingly do injustice to either East or 
West, I regret very much the article in 
your paper; it is calculated to demor- 
alize trade, as it is an intimation to all 
dealers that prices are being cut both 
East and West, and they will be ready 
to take advantage of the information. 
Should corroders be compelled to lower 
their prices the margin allowed dealers 
will necessarily be cut off, and in the 
end dealers will suffer as well as as cor- 
roders. 

Ido not want any sectional feeling 
worked up in this connection; the fact 
is that corroders and dealers both looked 
for a large trade this season, and both 
provided themselves with stock to sup- 
ply it; the trade did not come, and they 
are getting uneasy and don’t want to 
wait, and are therefore looking around 
for a pretext to unload. We do not 
think it fair to encourage this movement 
or blame any section. We want “reci- 
procity.” 


NoOTE.—Inasmuch as our corres- 
pondent, who writes from a Western 
city, says that he does not write for 
publication, we omit his name, at the 
same time taking the liberty of pub- 
lishing his letter, in justice to the 
West, and, moreover, that we may 
have an opportunity of contradicting 
his view of our position, which may, 
possibly, be entertained by aghers of 
the Western corroders. It is entirely 
unnecessary, we assume, for us to say 
that we entertain no sectional preju- 
dices, and that we are as ready to 
criticize the business methods of New 
York merchants as we are those of 
any other city. Our readers will ad- 
mit, we believe, that our course lias 
always been entirely consistent with 
this declaration. The information 
upon which our previous article was 
based, was such as had been given in 
our market reports for three weeks, 
and its repetition in an editorial form 
at the end of that time could not pos- 
sibly have demoralized the market 
any more thoroughly than the facts 
themselves had already demoralized it. 
We are obliged to our correspondent 
for the additional facts he states as to 
the beginning of the irregularities in 
price, and we have, since writing the 
article to which he refers, received 
other information from the West 
which, nad we been in possession of 
it sooner, would have prevented us 
from] criticizing the “three coneerns 
outside of the National Association” 
as plainly as we did, though our in- 
formation does not reflect upon the 
Eastern corroders. If, however, the 
blame lies with them, we regret that 
any utterances of ours should have 
charged itupon the West, As to the 
advisability of a decline, we can only 
repeat that the lowering of prices 
seems to be the only way of correct-— 
ing such irregularities as now exist. 
We are aware that the present cost of 
pig lead has no real bearing upon the 
present price of white lead, but we 


are also aware that the fact of there 
being a wide margin between the two 
prices induces many corroders,on adull 
market.to cut prices down tothe parity 
of pig lead at the time, without refer- 
ence to' the cost at which it was put 
into the beds, just as an active market 
and an advance in pig lea@ induces 
the corroders to advance their pro- 
duct correspondingly, even though 
they are taking out lead which went 
into the beds at a very low cost. 
We are aware that dealers are 


cutting and, as we previouslystated, 
this is the cause of much complaint 
from such dealers as are bound by 
Association rules, and who ask to be 
placed on an equality with their com- 
petitors. We believe that cor- 
roders both East and West un- 


derstand matters too thoroughly to 
allow any sectional feeling to prejudice 
them, and we shall certainly do our ut- 
most to wipe out, so far as is consist- 
ent with a fair§ad!ustment of the trade, 
even the imaginary sectional limits, [Ep,

Shellac from Arizona, 

A few weeks since we gave Prof. 
Stillman’s report on the shellac dis- 
coveries in Arizona, and his sugges- 
tions as to the ultimate possibility of 
of this product competing with the 
Indian lac. Prof. Stillman has since 
made further research into the nature 
of the Arizona product, and has con- 
tributed the result of his experiments 
to the American Chemical Journal, 
from which we condense the follow- 
ing facts: 

There was received lately at this 
university, sent by Mr. John A. Cul- 
bertson. of Pheonix, Arizona, a quan- 
tity of a substance of resinous char- 
acter, forming a coating of consider- 
able thickuess on the twigs of a plant 
called in that neighborhood ‘‘Grease- 
wood,” but which is the Larrea Mewxi- 
cana. The plant was identified by 
means of leaf, flower and seed sent by 
Mr. Culbertson. The specimens were 
gathered in the vicinity of that place 
on the 22d of December last. 

The form of occurrence is precisely 
the same as that in which the gum 
lac in India is said to occur, as a coat- 
ing of hard, brittle resin, of a reddish 
color. The gum lac from Siam is said 
to occur sometimes in deposits of a 
quarter of an inch in thickness, None 
of these specimens are so thick, but 
some exceed }¥¢ inch in toickness, and 
most are of nearly that thickness. The 
gum lac of India is of cellular struc- 
ture, and in these cells are developed 
the ova of the insect (Coccus lacea or 
C. ficus) whose puncture is said to 
cause the exudation. These cellular 
cavities contain at the proper season 
a red substance, which probably 
serves asthe food of the young insects 
and in which the eggs are deposited. 

The specimens from Arizona exhibit 
the same structure, and in working 
with the gum the fingers are frequent- 
ly stained by the crushing of the 
pulpy substance of blood-red color, in 
which the eggs could be readily per- 
ceived with the lens or microscope. 

The following characteristic prop- 
erties of the gum lac, given by various 
authors. have been found to be also 
properties of the specimens examined 
by me: 

1, Contains a red coloring matter, 
partly soluble in water and resembling 
cochineal. I found 8 per cent of such 
coloring matter by one method, 1:4 
per cent by another method given be- 
low. 2. Partly soluble in alechol with 
a reddish color.3. Almost entirely solu- 
bie in dilute caustic alkalies with a 
deep red color.4. The resin of the gum 
lac (shell Jac) is soluble in dilute borax 
solutions on heating with a purplish 
red color, and the solution has a pe- 
culiar sweeti sh odor. The resin of 
this product also is soluble in dilute 
borax soluti on, the color is a little 
brighter red and the odora little 
stronger than in the case of the shell 
lac, but this may be owing to the 
greater freshness of the Arizona pro- 

duct, as the shell lac used for com- 
parison was at lcast four or five years 
old. 5- The lac resin softens at com- 




















paratively low temperatures. 


it feels but just warm to the touch. 
6. When warm has a peculiar aromat- 
ic odor. 

Quantitative analysis of the crude 
lac (stick lac) have been made by dif- 
ferent chemists with varying results. 
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It will be seen from these that exact 
analyses of the lac into its various 
constituents could not identify it with 
the India lac when no two analyses 
agree on the constituents nor on the 
proportions. the resins being given at 
from 65°7 to 85°40, and coloring matter 
at from 0°6 to 19:0 per cent. A partial 
analysis, however, was made for the 
purpose of establishing identity as far 
as could be done by this means. 


A portion of the Arizona stick lac 
was carefully removed from the twigs 
and boiled with water, and in this 
way 3:0 per cent of the deep red col- 
oring matter (colored extract) was ob- 
tained. The residue was extracted 
with boiling alcohol, and about 61°7 
per cent of alcoholic extract, probably 
mostly resin. Of the residue the 
greater portion was soluble in dilute 
caustic potash with deep red color, 
and re-precipitated by acetic acid for 
the most part, though a cerrain color- 
ing substance soluble ‘in caustic pot- 
ash, but not precipitated by acetic 
acid, could be detected by again neu- 
tralizing the acid filtrate. 

A second more thorough examina- 
tion was made by first extracting the 
powdered resin, dried before weigh- 
ing, with hot absolute alcohol, which 
was found to leave the coloring mat- 
ter nearly all behind: then extractivg 
the residue with boiling water, and 
extracting the residue from this with 
dilute caustic potash. The final in- 
soluble residue was dried and weighed, 
and caustic potash solution, precipi- 
tated with acetic acid, filtered, washed 
on the filter, and the precipitate dried 
and weighed. By this process there 
was lost a certain amount of coloring 
matter insoluble in water but soluble 
in caustic potash, but not precipitated 
by acetic acid, but easily detected in 
filtrate and wash-water. 

The results of these determinations 
gave—

The 26°3 per cent seems to corre- 
spond to what Franke calls ‘‘material 
of the lac” (Muspratt). of which he 
finds 28°3 per cent in India stick lac. 

It will be seen then how closely the 
gum lac from Arizona agrees in char- 
acteristic properties, structure, and 
chemical composition with the India 
varieties. ‘The differences in the 
analyses quoted are due doubtless 
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This 
product becomes soft and plastic when 


partly to different methods of analy- 
sis, partly to real differences in differ- 
ent specimens (this is probably pecu- 
jliarly applicable to the coloring mat- 
ter), and partly to the different inter- 
paetations of the results of analysis. 
The insect and gum are also found on 
a thorny bush called ‘cat claw” by 
the residents. It would be very in- 
teresting to have the insect identified 
or compared with the Indian coccus. 
as their mode of life as well as well as 
the products of their activity appears 
identical, 

After writing the above com munica- 
tion the Professor received from Ari- 
zona specimens of the lac coating the 
twigs of that plant, which is identified 
by Professor Hilgard, of this Univer- 
sity, as the Acac a greggit. 

The lac from this source agrees in 
its main chemical properties with that 
from the larrea, and behaves the same 
toward the reagents mentioned in the 
previous description. It resembles it 
also in general appearance and in its 
irregular cellular construction. 

It is however much scantier on the 
twigs of the accacia, and the amount 
of coloring matter is notably less. 
This is shown by the colorof the 
caustic potash solution,and of the 
borax solution being much lighter 
red than the solutions of the lac from 
the larrea, and also by the fact that 
the specimens of accacia lac examined 
gave nored coloration to water by 
boiling It was noticed, however. 
that when alkalies were added to the 
water. the color became a bright red 
A quite appreciable quantity of alkali 
was needed before this action took 
place, pointing to the existence of an 
acid in the lac which had first to be 
neutralized before the color could be 
reddened—possibly Dr. John’s laccic 
acid (Muspratt’s Chemistry). It is 
quite possible that this difference in 
contents in coloring matter is simply 
due to the fact that the two specimens 
represented different stages of devel- 
opment. The twigs of the accacia 
were dry, and the leaves fallen when 
these specimens were collected; No 
fresh insect eggs with the purple 
juice, with which they are covered, 
could be detected in the cells of these 
specimens, while in the specimens 
from the larrea this was frequently 
observed, and moreover the larrea 
was in leaf and flower when the speci 
mens were collected. Itis quite pos- 
sibl that at other times this difference 
in theamount of dye-stuff may not 
exist. 

From observation by a number of 
gentlemen acquainted with that por- 
tion of the country, it appears that 
the larrea lac is very widely distribut- 
ed throughout Arizona and the south- 
ern part of California (Mohave and 
Colorado deserts).and the gum is used 
by the inhabitants in place of solder 
for mending kettles, etc. This use is 
suggestive of the use of the India lac 
for the manufacture of sealing wax. 
Experience must show whether these 
products are of such quality as to 


eventually prove of commercial value.

Volatile Oil of Bitter Almonds, 


Prof. Wm. L. Dudley, of Miami 
Medical College, Cincinnati, has re- 
cently contributed a yery interesting 
paper on volatile oil of bitter al- 
monds, which contains many facts of 
interest to consumers of and dealers 
in this oil, although its importance 
among the essential oils has been very 
much lessened since the introduction 
of its substitute myrbane. 

On depriving bitter almonds of their 
fixed oil, by pressure, and macerating 
the pulverized cake in six or eight 
times its weight of cold water fora 
day or two, at a temperature of about 
500C (1220 F.), and then distilling, 
the volatile oil of bitter almonds will 
be obtained. The yield varies con- 
siderably, but is generally in the 
neighborhood of 1 per cent. 











This oil does not pre-exist in the al- 
monds, but is produced by the decom- 
position of amygdalin under the influ- 
ence of a ferment called synaptase or 
emulsin, present only in bitter al- 
monds. Together with this volatile 
oil, hydrocyanic acid (prussic acid) 
and glucose (grape sugar) being at the 
same time formed. This reaction 
should first be effected before distilla- 
tion is resorted to; and while digest- 
ing. the temperature should not be 
raised too high, since there is liability 
of coagulating the emulsin and thus 
rendering it ineffective. Distillation 
by superheated steam is preferable to 
the use of the naked fire, in order to 
avoid empyreuma. The volatile oil of 
almonds is known in commerce under 
the names of bitter almonds, essence 
of almonds, essential oil of bitter al- 
mwonds, and oleum amygdala amarez. 
When perfectly pure, it is identical 
with benzoic aldehyde, having the 
formula Cy He ©. It is colorless or 
yellowish, limpid, turning a ray of 
polarized light to the right, of a pe- 
culiar, pleasant odor, and a burning 
aromatic taste. Its specific gravity is 
1:048 to 1°07, usually 1:66 (Hirsch). It 
boils at 180 deg C. (356 deg. F.) It is 
soluble in about 30 parts of water, and 
in all proportians of alcohol, ether, 
chloroform, carbon bisulphide, and 
essential and fatty oils. By the action 
of light and air, it is gradually oxi- 
dized into benzoic acid, which crys- 
tallizes out on standing. The ethe- 
real or volatile oil is officinal in the 
French, Swiss, and Norwegian Phar 
macopmias. The crude oil contains 
variable quantities of benzimid 
(2C7 He O.Cy He (CN)2 ). benzoin (C14H 
1202 ), benzoic acid (C7 H¢é Oz ) and hy- 
drocyanic acid (HON). It may be 
forced from the latter by agitating 
with mercuric oxide and water, or 
with lime and ferrous chloride, fol- 
lowed in either case by distillation of 
the oily layer. 

Hydrocyanice acid is a frequent and 
dangerous impurity in the voletile oil 
of almonds, and is often present to 
the amount of eight per cent, and 
sometimes double that quantlty, or, 
in other words. from four to eight 
times the strength of the hydrocyanic 
acid of the British and United States 
Pharmacopamias. Its presence may be 
detected as follows: Agitate the sam- 
ples of oil with water forafew min- 
utes. and to the aqueous liquid add 
ferric chloride, ferrous sulphate, and 
finally a solution of caustic soda. 
Acidulate the liquid with hydrochloric 
acid. and if a bluish-green coioration 
or blue precipitate (Prussian blue) is 
formed, it indicates the presence of 
hydrocyanie acid. In estimating the 
quantity of acid present, the liquid 
should be titrated with a standard 
solution of silver nitrate, Benzoin is 
a solid camphor-like body, and oceurs 
most largely in samples of oil of high 
density, in the preparation or purifi- 
cation of which a high temperature 
has been employed. It gives a purple 
color with strong sulphuric acid, 
while the bitter almond oil givesa 
crimson coloration, which becomes 
brownish on exposure totheair. ‘The 
most frequent adulerations are alco- 
hol, nitrobenzol, chloroform, and es- 
sential oils. ‘'he presence of the al- 
cohol may be ascertained by agitating 
the oil with about three times its vol- 
ume of concentrated nitric acid, and 
gently warming the mixture by plac- 
ing the test tube in warm water. If 
the oil be pure no reaction will take 
place; but if it contains more than 
three per cent of alcohol, efferves- 
cence will occur with the evolution of 
yellowish nitrous fumes’ Blyth. rec- 
ommends the addition of fuming ni- 
tric acid, and if 008 per cent of alco- 
hol is present, there is immediately 
strong effervescence. 

The methods of detecting the pres- 
ence of nitrate of benzol, have al- 
ready been described in these columns 
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(page 579, May 12th, 18:0), and were 
substantially the same as those given 
by the Protessor. The presence of 
other essential oils may be detected 
by the sodium bisulphate test: Ifa 
little of the oil be dropped intoa 
warm aqueous solution of sodium bi- 
sulphate, of from 1,'4 to 1.2% specific 
gravity, shaken, and then diluted 
with hot water. itis completely dis 
solved if pure. while if it contains 
other essential oils, complete solution 
will not take place. 

Chloroform may be easily detected 
by distilling a small quantity of the 
suspected oil from a test tube plac-d 
in.a wat-r bath, kept at a tempera- 
ture not exceeding 65 deg. C. (149 deg. 
F ), when the chloroform, if present 
will distill over and on wixing a little 
iodine water with the distillate, the 
iedine will be absorbed. and separate 
with a rose color, if alcohol is absent 


The oil of bitter almonds of com- 
merce often exhibits poisonous proper- 
ties owing to the hydrocyanic acid 
which it contains. One drop has been 
known to kill a cat, and seventeen 
drops have prceduced serious and even 
fatal effects on man. It is one of the 
best forms in which hydrocyanie acid 
can be administered medicinally. 

The annual importation of this oil 
lato the United States is hard to de. 
termine accurately. as it is frequently 
entered at the Custom House simply 
as “essential oi!,” or as “oil of al- 
monds,” but probably does not exceed 
2,000 pounds 

ceca aiditnetiek 
New Process in the Manufacture of 
Oil Varnishes. 


For the manufacture of varnishes 
those resins are chiefly employed 
which possess a very high melting de- 
grre, such as copal and amber; these 
giving the most solid and most dura- 
ble surfaces.'lo adapt the latter for the 
diesolution in linseed oil and turpen- 
tine they wust be heated beyond 
their melting pint until certain vola- 
tile substances have been distilled off 
Up tothe present time the process of 
heating wascarried on iu earthern 
fron or copper vessels by direct firing 
in consequence of which often a pur- 
tial burning of the resins or the in- 
flaming of the vapors, and always ap 
iofecting of the vicivity took place 
at the same time, interferivg with the 
health of the working mav. A pro- 
eess hasrecently been patented in 
Dresden, Germany, by which the 
melting of the resins is done through 
an air stream heated beyond the 
melting degree of the materials and 
circulating in the vessel. ‘The escap- 
ing products are caught in a cooled 
and covered basin. and from the phys- 
ical condition of the distilling pro 
ducts the time is recognized wi en .ne 
melting process hasto be stopped. 
The warm air stream, after having 
left the melting space, serves to turu 
the linseed oil into varnish, By ap. 
plying leaden vessels or by covering 
them with lead plate, the addition of 
lead glaze issaved. he lin-eed vil is 
slowly flowing in an apparatus 
through boxes fixed one above the 
other from above to below, arrives 
there in a reservoir (a sort of Mante- 
jies); from there is pumped up with 
compressed air in another vessel, flow- 
ing again from the latter in the first 
apparatus containining the boxes 
This process is so often repeated uutii 
the formation of varnish is achievea 
By this apparatus a quarter of tim? is 
saved against the old system, and a 
fine light varnish of excellent consist 
ency is obtained. which will success- 
fully compete with the best English 


brands.—Chemiker Zeitung. 
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Alizarine Carmine. 


This compound, which 1s more cor- 
rectly named sulphoalizarite of soda, 
is obtained by neutralizing su!pho- 
alizaric acid with soda ash or caustic 
soda, dissolving this product in water, 
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‘and purifying it by precipitation with 
common salt. As a derivative of aliz- 
arine it possesses great fastness and 
permanence. and is every way calcu~ 
lated to banish madder from its uses 
in weolen dyeing and printing. It is 
admitted, indeed, that the new azo dyes 
(ponceau, orange, and. tropeoline) give 
wore fiery. brill adt shades, but their 
fastness in fulling cannot by any 
means be guaranteed to the same ex- 
tent as that of alizarine. ‘I'he use of 
olizarine carmine, in addition to the 
love of the dyers for their old customs, 
had to encounter the peculiar diffi- 
culty that in order to obtain a good 
article theroughly pure, dry alizarine 
must be ewployed, otherwise brown- 
ish red, dirty sbades were obtained, 
Put the production of the color from 
pure alizirine is so expensive that it 
cannot coupete with the modern azo 


colors. S Fischer, chemist at the 
alizarine works of Vrzibram & Co, 


has succeeded in obtaining the pure 
coloriug matter even from the worst 
al zarine in the market, and bas thus 
paved the way to its eubstitation for 
maudder in woolen dyeiug —Zeitschrift 
Lextil-Industrie.

DYE MARKET.

TuESDAY EVE., June 1, 1880, 

There is but little to note in trade in 
dyestuffs, and the principal feature of the 
market seems to be the declining tendency 
of prices. Gambier is still unsettled and 
fresh arrivals have a depressing influence 
on the market. The lower grades of cutch 
are weak, but strictly prime is held firmly. 
Scotch bichromate of potash is easy, but 
prices are quotably unchanged. 

Bengal indigo sells moderately to meet 
the immediate wants of the trade, but 
there seems to be no desire on the 
part of buyers to take large stocks. 
We hear ofasale of 15 cs prime at $1 85. 
Quotations are steady and unchanged at 
$1@1 25 for inferior to medium, $1 40@ 
1 60 for medium to good, and $1 75@2 for 
the finer grades. There isnot much doing 
in Guatemalas beyond a light jobbing de- 
mand which is met at $1 30@1 50 accordiug 
to quality. The soft kinds have been quiet 
and prices have not quotably changed. 
We note sales of 10cs Manila in lots at 
72144@75ce. We quote Manila 70@75c for 
ordinary to good and 80c for an extra 
grade. For Madras the quotation is 75@, 
77sge according to quality, though some 
veay fine grades are held at higher figures. 
There is no Caracas offering on this 
market. 

Cochineal remains dull and is nominally 
unchanged; Quotations are 65@70c for 
Teneriffe and Honduraa silvers, and 6714 
70c for Teneriffe black. There is no Hon- 
duras black in the market. 

Logwood has been more enquired for, 
and the market is in a better condition 
than at the date of our last, There have 
been sales during the week of 500 tons 
Hayti at $25 50@26, 34 tons Mexican on 
private terms, 205 tons Miragoane at $23 
cash, and 105 tons St. Marc at $24. The 
invoice of 244 tons St. Marc, per 
the “T. Field,” was sold previously at 
a price not made public. Fustic is dull 
and somewhat nominal. We note sales of 
10 tons Tampico and 45 tons Campeachy, 
but did not learn the price. 

Sicily sumac is obtainable from first 
hands, either on the spot or to arrive, at 
$75, but we learn of no business beyond a 
few jobbing sales. The low grades are of- 
fered at $30@40 but meet with little or no 
attention. 

American yellow prussiate of potash is 
obtainable from outside holdeis at 26@ 
2614c, but the agents of the manu- 
facturers are not willing to ac- 
cept less than the outside  fig- 
ures. Red is offered at 5744@60c ac- 
cording to holder. There is only a light 
jobbing demand for either. Scotch is un- 
changed. Yellow is held at 26'gc and red 
is not obtainable at less than 60c. The de- 
mand is very moderate and the sales are 
mostly of small quantities. 


Scotch bichromate of potash is not quot-" 


ably lower, but it is thought that our last 
week’s quotation would be shaded in order 
to effect a large sale. The demand is light 
and only a few jobbing transactions at 13¢ 
are reported. The agents of the domestic 
manufacturers are still quoting 16c less 2'4 
per cent, but there is nothing doing. 

Albumen has not changed. There isa 
light jobbing demand only to be noticed 
and the market is rather nominal. We 
quote best domestic blood 45@46c, dark 
No, 114, 42'¢c, and No. 2, 36c.

Dutch madder is not selling except in re- 
tail lots to fill small wants of consumers, 
but there isa firm toneto pricesand no 
concessions would be made in view of the 
light stocks present and future. We quote 
10@104¢¢ according to quality. French is 
without change and is nominally quoted 
31¢@5c as to quality. For Garancine there 
is a light jobbing demand which is filled at 
64@l13e. 

Cutch is in fair supply on the spot but 
the quality of most of it is said to be in- 
ferior and will sell only at a concession. 
This hasan unsettling influence on the 
market and prices seem to be rather 
weak.

The market for crude petroleum has 
been firmer since our last report and has 
advanced from 833c atthe opening on 
Wednesday to $1, which was reached to- 
day. The cause of the advance is attribu- 
ted by some to the current belief in a de- 
clining production, but it is more 
generally regarded as the result of 
the efforts of the “bulls” to squeeze 
the short interest, which has  be- 
come quite large on the advancing market 
of the past two weeks. The tone is scarce- 
ly firm to day at the extreme prices quoted, 
and from the highest point of the day the 
market has dropped off about 4c. There 
have been two holidays at the exchange 
here, and the quotations and _ reports 
emanating from that quarter are rather 
meagre in consequence. 

Refined oil has been more actively en- 
quired for the past week at rather better 
prices. The advancing market for certifi- 
cates has had a stimulating effect upon re- 
fined and holders have been rather indif- 
ferent about offering at any price, 
while bids have also been advanced 
to a moderate extent. On Thursday 
last 754¢ was bid and 7c asked 
with possibly some sales at the higher fig- 
ure. On Friday the same conditions pre- 
vailed and 734c was paid for a few cargoes. 
On Saturday there were very small offer- 
ings at 734¢ nominally, though most re- 
finers would not acceptthat figure. To-day 
73c is freely bid, but there are no offer- 
ings, and 8c would be the lowest acceptable 
figure so far as we can learn. Buyers 
would probably be willing to pay that 
figure in positive orders. Cases are quoted 
nominally as high as 1l4gc, but prime 
brands are to be had at 11c.

Our Petroleum Trade with Japan. 
When the commerce between Japan and 
the United States is taken into considera- 
tion, we find that the only article of export 
from this country which meets any consid- 
erable demand in Japan is kerosene oil, 
the export of which, commencing in 1872, 
26,000 cases; 1873, 57,344 cases; 1874, 108,- 
737 cases; 1875, 335,800 cases; 1876, 90,123 
cases; 1877, 546,549 cases; 1878, 1,759,422 
cases; 1879, 1,735,923 cases. Cases of 10 
gallons. England supplies all the cotton 
manufactures required, leaving kerosene 
oil really the only article of any magnitude 
taken from this country, on which it is 
proposed to impose a prohibitive duty. On 
the, other hand, we are the only customers 


for Japan teas, as they are not liked in 
other countries, and our annual import of 
these kinds, as distinguished from China 
teas, amount to 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 of 
pounds. This year (May, 1879, to May, 
1880) our receipts will aggregate 35,000,000 
pounds, all of which is admitted 
here free of duty, as is the case 
with raw silk, also free of duty. 
From the geological survey of Japan, pub- 
lished by the Public Works Department, 
Tokio—Reports of Progress for 1878 and 
1879—we have taken the following figures. 
The sho being .4792 of a United States 
liquid gallon: The number of oil wells in 
all Japan, productive, was in 1876, 636 
wells; the total daily yield 2323.8 sho, and 
the average daily yield, 3.05 sho. In 1877 
it was 41 wells; total daily yield, 629 sho, 
and average, 15.311 sho. In 1878, 286 
wells; total daily yield, 6485.90 sho, and 
average, 23.98. In 1879, 5 wells, with an 
average daily yield of 26 sho, and a total of 
229 sho. From these statistics it appears 
that the present production of oil is prac- 
tically nothing, and that even in 1878, when 
the production was greatest, only 3080 gal- 
lons were daily yielded, which would 
hardly meet the daily wants of a small 
city. The prosed duty of five sen per 
gallon is not only excessive, but is alike 
disadvantageous to the United States and 
Japan. Excessive because no pretence is 
made that a prohibitive duty is desired, 
while for the purpose of revenue it would 
defeat its object.

Burning ot an Oil Factory. 


An oil tank at the Oil Works of the Bush 
& Denslow Co., at the foot of Twenty-fifth 
street, Brooklyn, exploded shortly before 1 
o'clock Wednesday morning with a loud 
report, and a concussion which shattered 
the panes of glass in the windows of all the 
houses in the vicinity. There were several 
men at work on the premises at the time, 
and their escape from death is most miracu- 
lous. The tank was well filled with oil, 
which when it exploded ran in every direc- 
tion, setting fire to everything it came in 
contact with. The main building, which 
was of brick and 100 feet square, was ley- 
eled by the explosion. The oil ran down 
the dock, setting that on fire, and them 
flowed over and destroyed a schooner. 
There was a bark and one or two other ves- 
sels which were towed out of the reach of 
the flames. Messrs. Bush & Denslow’s loss 
is about $40,000 on building, stock, &. 
The nsurance was $45,000. 


A New Fuel. 


Exhibitions of the use of a new fuel, in 
which naphtha is the chief element, were 
given at the office of the company con- 
trolling the patents, on Thursday last. Its 
application to railway locomotives has al- 
ready been tried on the Long Island Rail- 
road with satisfactory success. The ex- 
periments on Thursday were confined to 
the illuminator and retort. A small retort 
was placed in the grate of an ordinary 
range and connected by small iron pipes 
with reservoirs of water and naphtha. The 
naphtha was first ignited and the water was 
rapidly converted into superheated steam. 
It was then brought into contact with the 
carbon flame of the oil and decomposed. 
The oxygen of the water being liberated 
from the hydrogen is at once absorbed by 
the carbon, and its combustion made per- 
fect; the hydrogen being left free to burn 
with the oxygen of air which surrounds it, 
the whole then producing what is called 
an oxyhdro-carbon flame or heat of great 
intensity.. After the process had been ex- 
plained at length a practical illustration of 
its merits in the household was shown in 
the various kinds of meats. By an ingeni- 
ous contrivance, while the range was being 
used for cooking purposes it also filled a 
large tank with an excellent quality of illu- 
minating gas far superior to that generally 
supplied by our gas companies. The great 
merits of the inventions are the cheapness 
of the materials used, its entire cleanliness, 
and the fact that the heat and light are al- 
ways under control,

Mcetiog of the Western Linseed 
Crushers 

Owing to the non-delivery by the Ameri- 
can Union Telegraph Co. until Wednesday 
morning last, of telegrams sent to us from 
Chicago the previous evening, we were pre- 
vented from announcing in our last 
issue the fact that all of the 
crushers under contract with the Con- 
solidated Oil Company of the West were 
present at the organization of the Conven- 
tion, and that the present contract, which 
ends with July, would undoubtedly be re- 
newed. Our despatch also stated the im- 
portant fact that one-third of the crushers 
were out of seed, and the production of oil 
from this time forward will be very limited. 
The stock of oil in the hands of the com- 
pany is being rapidly reduced, as the mills 
are constantly shutting down and conse- 
quently turn in no more oil. 

We are now in receipts of mail advices 
which we give herewith, and which report 
in brief the entire proceedings of the Con- 
vention. 

CHICAGO, May 28, 1880. 

The linseed crushers under contract 
with the Consolidated Linseed Oi] Com- 
pany met in regular session on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of this week at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel for the purpose of renewing 
contracts with the company. Forty-six of 
the mills were represented by one or more 
members and three by letter. The meet- 
ing was called to order by Mr. E. M. Wood, 
of Dayton, who occupied the chair, and in 
the absence of Mr. Blatchford, Mr. Mc- 
Culloh was elected secretary of the Con- 
vention. 

On motion, the editor of the Om, Paint 
AND Drua REporTER was invited into the 
meeting. 

Mr. Wocd, as Prezident of the Consoli- 
dated Linseed Oil Company, reviewed 
the operations of the company during the 
past eighteen months, and explained the 
satisfactory results of the organization 
to crushers as well as dealers, in maintain- 
ing uniform prices and affording a regular 
and fair profit to all. The past workings 
of the company were unanimously ap- 
proved and a new contract heartily desired, 
for the preparation of which a committee 
was appointed. The Committee on New 
Contracts made their report which, after 
considerabie discussion and some slight 
amendments was unanimously adopted. 

During the session Mr. Stevens made an 
able address on the advantages to trade, 
dealers and manufacturers, of legitimate 
co-operation. 

Mr. Orr, of Piqua, stated his views as to 
the future of the trade in avery pleasant 
and convincing manner. 

Mr. Bell made a report on the condition 
of the flaxseed crop in Minnesota. 

Mr. Willard very ably discussed the 
freight question. 

Mr. Dunham gave the crushers the ben- 
efit of his investigations into the methods 
of manufacturing by the new process. 

Mr. Gates spoke at some length on the 
necessity of good cooperage and of main- 
taining the present high standard, and 
even improving if possible the quality of 
linseed oil sold under the Consolidated 
Co.’s brand by thoroughly settling. 

Mr. Brown helped matters along several 
times with remarks in his usual jocular 
manner. 

The meeting was more largely attended 
than any before, and the results were en- 
tirely satisfactory. Good feeling pre- 
vailed throughout. W. O. A.

PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


Utilization of Tin Scraps in the man- 
ufacture of Tin Crystals and Cop- 
peras. 

The following process has teen pro- 
posed by Kunzel, of B’asewitz. Even 
the first step, the purchase or collec- 
tion of the clippings, requires a cer- 
tain amount of judgment, ‘Ihe thin- 
ner tin plate is the more tin it con- 
tains, and the French tia plate gener- 
ally contains more than the English 
Very often mixtures of lead and tin 
are used for tinning iron, and if the 
lead reaches to more than 10 per cent 
of the weight of the tin, such waste 
should be avoided, or in any case must 
be worked up separately. as it offers 
greater difficulties in its treatment. 
'in which has been Jacquered or ja- 
panned must oe avoided, as these 
coatings are not much attacked on 
boiling in acidified water. and the 
lacquer must first be destroyed by 
gentle heating. which, of course, ren- 
ders the yield of tin Jess. In contracts 
the quality of the tin plate cuttings 
must be distinctly stijulated. As 
towever. acertain percentage cf tip 
can scarcely be guaranteed, the lots 
on disposal should be insp: cted, and 
a price offered as per sample, and 
with regard to the thickness of the 
plates—the thinner the wore valua- 
ble—and it must be arranged that any 
addition of leaded or z'nced (so-called 
“galvanized”) plates is to be refused. 
Where old packing cases or casks can 
be got cheap the waste can be stamped 
duwn into them for carriage. If not 
they may be compressed into pack- 
ages of from one to twocwt. by ram- 
ming the clippings into a strong, four 
sided wooden mould. rather conical 
at bottom. These packages of clip 
pings are held tcgether with iron 
wires or straps. 

In working up such packages they 
must first be looseved, so that the 
acid may be able to penetrate be- 
tween them. an operation which may 
be performed with large three or four- 
provged forks. 

For dissolving off the tin from the 
waste Kunzel makes use of a boiling 
mixture of one part commercial nitric 
acid and ten parts commercial muri- 
atic acid, diluted with so much water 
that, after the process is over, it may 
stand about a band’s breath over the 
clippings. For the reception of the 
liquid troughs of brick or of wood are 
employed, coated within with a mix- 
ture of two parts of sand and one of 
sulphur, and applied hot. Down to 
the bettom of this dissolving tank, 
which should not be less than a cubic 
yard, is carried a tuve of hardened 
india rubber, connected + bove with a 
copper tube, Jeadinz frcm the steam 
boiler. 

The empty trough is almost entirely 
filled with the clippings, upon which 
the acid mixture is poured, previously 
covered with as much water as is 
needful to cover the elippings within 
one-fifth of the top. Steam is then 
turned on to heat the liquid to a boil, 
the steaw cock being so regulated as 
to keep up the boiling till the upper 
portions of the clippings are stripped 
free from tiv, and the escape of hy- 
drogen gas has almost entirely ceased. 
This process takes from 30 to 45 min- 
utes. ‘The solution containing all the 
tin and a portion of the iron, whilst 
stiil bot, is run off into a suitable re- 
ceiver, by opening a cock at the bot- 
tom of the tank. ‘The liquid, on cool- 
ing, deposits the greatest part of the 
lead as protochloride. Un an average 
a ton of tia clippings, containing 5 to 
é per cent of tin. requires 660 lbs muri- 
atic acid and 6% lbs nitric acid, for di- 
luting which the washivg waters of 
former lots may be used. 

The residual pieces of sheet iron are 
rinsed with water in the solution 
troughs, the rinsings being used as 
just mentioned. ‘The iron is then 
quickly forked out of the troug 1s and 
stamped down, Jt is dangerous $9 
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preserve large heaps of this residual 
iron in a loose state. as it readily ox'= 
dizes and becomes red hot. For strip- 
ping three tous of clipping daily, ina 
working day of twelve hours, six or 
seven solution tanks. each of three 
cubic yards capacity, ure required. 

The cold liquid is ran into large 
wooden vats or stone tanks, filled with 
scrap sheet zine, old zinc roofing, etc , 
whereby the tin, along with a little 
lead, is precipitated in the metallic 
state This precipitation should take 
place without any perceptible evolu- 
tion of gas. If effervescence takes 
place the liquid is too acid, and zinc is 
being wasted. In order tc find if all 
the tin bas been precipitated a por- 
tion of the liquid is filtered off, acidi- 
fied, and tested with sulphuretted hy - 
drogen. The precipitation of the tin 
generally takes two hours. A cock at 
the bottom of the vat is then opened, 
and the clear liquid, which is no long- 
ercapable of practical utilization. is 
run off through a canyas strainer. 
The fragments of zine in the vat are 
now shaken about, that the spongy 
tin may fall off; the vat is then filled 
up again with fresh liquid obtained 
from stripping clippings, and so on, 
fresh zine beivg occasionally added as 
reguired till the precipitation vat is 
filled to half its depth with tin 
spouge. 

The tin sponge thus obtained is 
taken cut of the vats and washed 
through a wire sieve with flowing 
water into a canvas filter. Upon the 
sive there remain small, undissolved 
pieces of zinc, which are returned to 
the grecipitation tanks and fragments 
of solder, which are melted duwn for 
sale. The tin sponge is then washed 
on the filter as long as the washiogs 
are still found to containiron. It is 
then pressed in linen bags under a 
screw press, in order to obtain it as 
frea as porsible from water. 

It is then converted into tin crystals 
in the ordinary manner—an operation 
which is best performed immediately 
after pressing. An insoluble residue 
is left, composed of chloride of lead 
and oxide of tin. If this mixture is 
heated iu a small Belgian zinc furnace 
with twice its bulk of small coal, the 
tin distils over into the receivers, as 
chloride of tin aud metallic lead re- 
main. 

The iron Kunzel proposes to convert 
into copperas. where sulphuric acid is 
cheap. ‘The author found that these 
iron residues. nade up in 12 lbs pack- 
ets, and added to crude iron during 
puddlisg in the proportion of 10 to 20 
per ceut. gave a goo result. The ad- 
ditiou should take place at the mo- 
ment when the iron is frothing most 
strongly. - Crem. Review.

Pumice stone is without particular inter- 
est. There are no sales of importance to 
be reported, and the market closes nomi- 
nally at 14g@13%¢ for lump in original 
packages, 4c for ordinary selections, and 
6@8e for extra selections, Powdered is 
selling fairly at 24¢c. Sales 100 bbls at this 
price. 

Rotten stone has not sold to any extent 
since the date of our last. issue, but no 
change in prices have been made. The 
quotations are 3@5\¢c for ordinary to good 
screened, in original packages; 8c for or- 
dinary, and 10c for extra selections. 

Varnishes—There is considerable falling 
off in demand for barrel goods though 
small orders are daily received. Dealers 
and consumers are now only ‘buying in 
such quantities as they need and pay full 
prices asked for reliable goods. No. 1 fur- 
niture of kowrie and turpentine is still 
selling at $125 per gallon. A less figure 
must necessarily be of cheaper makes. 
such as manila and benzine. In carriage 
goods we note a much larger demand than 
is usual at this season. Reliable brands 
bring full prices, manufacturers relying on 
the good name they have obtained by be- 
ing particular as to gums and oils and ma- 
nipulation of same will not reduce prices 
for the sake ofa few customers and are 
more firm in their prices than any other 
line of business. We quote wearing body 
and coach at $4@6 per gallon; rubbing $4 
@5, gear $3@65. 

Varnish gums— Melters are getting out 
of stock and though not buying now are 
enquiring, and until August or September 
no large contracts willbe made. Prices for 
spot stocks are nominal and we quote ma- 
nila 12@20c, kowrie 20@60c, Zanzibar 75c 
@$1 10, Batavia damar 23c and Singapore 
2ic. Late advices from Singapore report 
sales of Manila at $1450 equal . to13'c 
here. There is yet considerable question 
as to the future of the gum market and 
while consumers are somewhat anxious yet 
unwilling to contract for future. Import- 
ers are not pushing sales but the prevail- 
ing opinion is that gums will go no lower 
and an advancein some grades may occur. 

Metallic paints — Manufacturers are 
working their mills to their full capacity. 
Old contracts are pretty well worked up. 
A steady demand prevents any great ac- 
cumulation of stocks and where large or- 
ders are received time must be taken to fiil 
them. Jobbers and dealers have not a 
large supply and urge manufacturers to fill 
their orders. Prices are firm and we qnote 
$25 per ton carload lots; $26 50 5 ton lots, 
$28 single ton. In oil but little doing, 6@ 
6\gc in tins and 6c in wood according to 
quantity. 

Putty continues in fair demand at 2!4c 
in bulk, 234 in bladders, and 3@3!4e in 
cans, 

Liquid paints are selling well for the 
season, dealers obtaining $2 per gallon. 

Gold leaf continues in goo’ demand at a 
steady price of $7 25 per pack. 

Painters’ brushes -There is but little 
doing with manufacturers. Jobbers are 
receiving fair orders in a small way at full 
figures, 

Window glass—The past week shows but 
little demand from nearby or city, while 
from the west there are many orders being 
received. Prices are as last quoted for 
French single to 16x24, 40 and 10 to 50 per 
Cent, above 16x24, 50and 10 per cent and 
on double 60 to 60 and 10 per cent. Amer- 
ican 50 and 10 to 60 per cent. 

Plate glass—The demand is light for 
plate glass. Importers are doing the bulk 
of the business at firm figures, discount 50 
per cent, and keep stock enough to supply 
any orders at short notice while American 
plate is in smallsupply but firm at 50 per

Artificial Glue, for the Manufactuer 


of Paper. 

Avery useful glue can be made 
from starch. Starch has the property 
of swelling very considerably on treat- 
ment with a hot solution of caustic 
salts. A gluey mass is thus obtained 
which is tolerably transparent, elastic 
and flexible, but insoluble in cold and 
sparingly soluble even in _ boiling 
water. This process has been known 
for many years, but has had to be

j chlorides, for instance, chloride of 
fealcium, which is compact, more or 
jless hard and soluble in co!d water, 


or a hard mass may be obtained which 
is elastic, translucent, and insoluble 
in hot water. In order to treat starch 
on this new process chloride of mag- 
nesium is used, which is added toa 
quantity of boiling water sufficient 
for the transformation of the starch. 
The solution is allowed to stand for 
some time, and the clear liquid which 
is to be applied to the starch is drawn 
off and a small quantity of sulphuric 
acid is added, It is very important to 
use none but perfectly clean water. 
The liquid being thus prepared, the 
starch is added and the whole brought 
to a boil. The wmixture is kept 
for over an hour at the tem 
perature of 194° Fahr, by which 
time it is liquified and_ re- 
ceives an addition of clear lime water, 
till it hasa neutral reaction. It is 
then boiled again, the product being 
an artifieial glue quite suitable for the 
paper manufacture. The mass may 
be kept in stock by allowing it to set 
in molds, from which it is taken out 
when wanted, and redissolved by the 
application of heat. For converting 
1:0 Ibs of starch there are required 
100 Ibs. of chloride of magnesium and 
1 lb, of muriatic acid.—Papier Zeitung

Turspay Eve., June 1, 1880. 

Trade continues to be of a moderate 
character, and the market is very flat, with 
a weaker feeling to prices of most descrip- 
tions, some articles being offered below 
our figures of last week. There is quite a 
large stock of all kinds and considerable par- 
cels are going into store, as the trade is 
not willing to lay in stock, except at 
quotations which holders will not accept. 
There are orders in hand and any very de- 
sirable parcel which may offer at low prices 
is readily taken. Holders show more firm- 
ness at the close and some say that bottom 
has been about reached. 

Carbonated ash has been in light demand 
and there is an easier feeling with a tew 
dealers willing to accept 15gc, but this is 
below most holders’ views and 1 65@134¢ 
are the general quotations with 100 tons 
placed at 165c. Ina jobbing way a few 
lots have been placed at 1 80@1 85c as to 
brand and quantity. High test seems to 
be a shade firmer and we do not hear 
of anything offering below 15g, while 
this will not be accepted for all brands, 
1 70@13{6 being asked, the latter for small 
parcels. The sales are 100 tons at 1 70c. 
Newcastle ash is quiet and weaker with 
parcels offering as low as 130, while 1}gc 
is quoted from store. 

Caustic ash is not wanted, and the price 
is much lower, and good brands are now to 
be had as low as 1 55c, this figure being ac- 
cepted for a few small parcels in all 
70 tons. This will not obtain all brands 
and 1 60c is the lowest that some dealers 
will accept. - High test is also easier and 
but few parcels are reported moving. Quo- 
tations range from 1 55@1 65c, as to quan- 
tity, with a parcel of 25 tons reported at 
1 55c, 

Alkali is somewhat easier and 36 per 
cent is obtainable at 1 60c, and refined at 
2@21go, the latter for small parcels from 
stores. We hear of 100 tons 36 per cent at 
$1 60. 

Caustic soda has been doing fairly, and 
some business is reported. There have 
been some parcels pressing on the market, 
and this has led to lower figures being 
quoted. The sales are 100 dms at 334 and 
100 dms at 3 60c with 3 60@33{c quoted at 
the close. High test has also been offered 
at lower figures and there have been sales 
of 100 dms as low as 3 30e, but this is 
rather below most holders’ views and 
334@3 40c are the general quotations, these 
figures being paid for 100 dms, and 100 
dms at 3 40c, but we alse hear of a 100 dm 
lot at 3 35c, 

Salsoda has not been offering so freely, 
but the arrivals are ample for all the wants 
of the trade. Buyers are holding off, and 
will not bid over lc forany sized parcel and 
this has been accepted for 100 tons 
in lots. There are further parcels 
to behad at this though 1 02!¢c is asked for 
small lots and 50 tons were placed; at 
this figure. From store small jobbing lots 
noted at 1 10c. 

Bleach is weaker and it is hard to give a 
reliable figure. For some brands, dealers 
quote as high as1 14, but this has been 
shaded and 1 3-16 was paid for 50cks, and 
one dealer is quoting as low as 1 l¢c. for 
large lots. In jobbing parcels from store 
100 cks are reported at 134. 

Acetie acid sells fairly in moderate sized 
quantities, but there is not much inquiry 
for contract lots. The market is steady 
most manufacturers quoting 31¢c¢ for pure 
commercial No. 8, but we hear that there 
are sellers at 3@314c. The reported sales 
for the past week foot up 40000 Ibs at 33¢0. 
Chemically pure is held at 8@10c. 

Acetate of lime is unchanged. The de- 
mand is light and sales are principally of 
small lots. Quoted 2'¢@25c for brown, 
and 334@31¢ce for gray. 

Arsenic is quiet. The demand from 
Paria green makers has subsided, and dur- 
ing the past week there has been nothing 
selling except ina retail way. We quote 
230 for Garland white. 

Brimstone is without animation and it is 
difficult to tell how low a price would buy. 
The nominal quotations are $23 50 for best 


thirds and $25 for seconds, 


Blue vitriol has met with little ettention 
the past week. The manufacturers of Paris 
green having about completed their pur- 
chases for the present, very little is chang- 
ing hands. We continue to quote 814@ 
81gc, with sales of 50 bbls at the outside 
price. 

English carbonate of ammonia has been 
in better demand the past week, but the 
price is unchanged. Holders continue to 
quote 163{c. Domestic is moving very 
briskly. The manufacturers are oversold, 
and are now taking orders for forward deliv- 
ery. The market is firm at 17@19}¢ as to 
size of package. 

English chlorate of potash has further 
declined since the date of last writing, ang 
sales would now be made at 15\4@15\e. 
The demand, however, does not improve, 
and very little has been doing since last, 
French is still held at 18c, with a light de- 
mard for jobbing lots. 

Cream tartar has been selling to a 
fair extent, but there is no large 
movement, buyers contenting themselves 
with small purchases for their immediate 
wants. We hear of outside lots offering 
as low as 33!¢@34c, but mdnufacturers are 
not quoting less than 35@351!gc according 
to quantity. Powdered has a fair jobbing 
call, which is supplied at 36@361¢c as to 
size of package. 

Oxalic acid is obtainable at 734, but the 
lower prices have failed to stimulate the 
demand and the market closes dull and 
nominal. 

Sulphuric acid is selling fairly in a job- 
bing way but there is no call for round 
lots, the principal buyers being at present 
supplied. Prices are without change and 
manufacturers continue to quote 14@13{c 
for 66 deg. in round lots and 2@2% in 
smaller quantities. For 60 deg. the quota- 
tions remain 144@11¢c according to size of 
order. 

Sal ammoniac is dull and unchanged as 
to price, holders still quoting 111¢c. 

White sugar of lead is rot selling except 
in a retail way, and the market is unsettled, 
prives varying according to the holder. 
The largest outside dealer is offering at 13e 
and others will sell at 13!¢c, but the manu- 
facturers are naming 133{@l4c as bottom 
figures, and are even unwilling to sell very 
large lots at these prices. Brown is rather 
weak; 9@91!4c would be fuli figures, and it 
is probable that the inside figure would be 
shaded in order to place a large lot. 


Tartaric acid is uncha:iged as to price 
and the demand continues very fair. We 
quote 53!¢c for crystals and 541¢c for pow- 
dered in barrels and 551¢c for powdered in 
boxes. Outside lows might be had for,a 
shade less. 

Fertilizing chemicals are quiet, this being 
between seasons, and the market is in 
rather a nominal position, but quotably 
unchanged. We continue ta quote $1 3714 
@1 4244 for muriate of potash either on 
the spot or to arrive. Kainit is held at 
$7 50 on the spot and $7 25@7 50 to arrive. 
Sulphate of ammonia is steady at 4c, Dried 
blood is still quotable at $2 45@2 50 for 
either red or black, Azotine is held at 
$235; tankage is obtainable at $24@25, 
refuse bone black at $23 and ground bone 
or bone meal at 27@28c. Bat guano is 
firmly held at 12c. 

Nitrate of soda is easier, and is now ob- 
tainable at 35@334, the outside price 
being for small quantities. The demand 
has not improved and the market closes 
dull and depressed, Sales of 300 bags are 
reported at 354@37%c. 

Liverpool Chemical Market, 

Under date of Liverpool, May 14, Mr. 
D. B. McCulloch says: 

Metals and chemicals enter so largely 
into our staple manufactures that they 

orm an imprtant item in the cost of pro- 
duction. These commodities have fallen 
to almost the lowest point of depression. 
The industries which participated least in 
the inflation of last Autumn now exhibit a 
steady and gradual improvement, which 
will be fostered by the very fall alluded to. 
The essentials to a return of general pros— 
perity are a good harvest at homeand a de- 
mand from manufacturers abroad. There 
is every indication of these being realized, 
and therefore good reason to expect an 
early restoration of confidence in the re- 
vival of trade, which statistical returns

Prevaration of Benzoic Acid. 

Rud. Wagner proposes, in Apoth. 
Zeit , to make this acid by dissolving 
one pa't of the resin in three to four 
parts of concentrated acetic acid, and 
decanting the brown solution, which 
is then poured into four parts of boil- 
ing water. The insoluble resinous 
mass being separated by filtration, 
and the filtrate being allowed to cool, 
nearly all the avid crystallizes out, 
and the remainder is obtained by 
evaporating the solution, previously 
partly saturated with milk of lime. 
Un the large seale the acetic acid 
would. of course, have to be replaced 
by concentrated solutions of crude 
acetate of lime. It is perhaps not 
generally known that halsam of tolu, 
sturax, and balsam:of Peru readily 
dissolve in acetic acid. 

Automatic Regulator. 

An automatic regulator, for the opera- 
tions of evaporation and disti'lation, 
is in use in Germany, which consists of 2, 
dish, or retort,suspended from one arm of 
a balance, the other arm of which isa 
scale pan. On this is placed a weight 
equal to that of the vessel and the 
amount of liquid it should —— 
when the operation is complete.

tion an arrange ment which cigs 
the flame under the vessel.

The week has been broken into by a very 


general observance of Decoration Day, and 
as that occasion was celebrated in some 
sections on Saturday and in others on 
Monday, the trade has really been inter- 
rupted by two holidays. This has lessened 
the amount of package business somewhat, 
and the jobbing trade has been only mod- 
erately active.

Opium. 


Opium is gradually attracting more at- 
tention, and the business is increasing.

Druggists’ Sundries. 
Mediterranean spenges—Orders from 
travelers are freely received and in most 
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instances buyers are particular to state the 
number of pieces to the pound, they being 
anxious as well as many importers to over- 
come the sand discounts, which can only 
be done by buying by sample and having 
it thoroughly understood as to sizes and 
number of pieces given for a certain value. 
The great frauds in this business can be 
obviated only by buyers paying particular 
attention to the texture, size and number 
of pieces to the pound, and stipulating 
that shame shall be entered fonjthe bill. 
Shrinkage causes another trouble.  Reli- 
able houses bill goods of actual weight on 
date of shipment, and do not consider they 
are responsible for short weight. They 
(the importers) standing the loss in shrink- 
age from date of shipment abroad, and 
only billing actual weight on day shipped 
to buyer. Importers are annoyed by too 
frequent claims for short weight, amount- 
ing to 1 to 3 lbs in a bale, and often make 
the allowance asked in preference to hay- 
ing the goods sent back.. Some houser 
only allow the cost of freight back, and 
others, conscicus of their correct princi- 
ples of doing business, have the goods 
returned at their own (the seller's) expense. 
These remarks refer to bale sponges only, 
as foreign case goods are sold at invoice 
weight. Florida sheeps’ wool sponges are 
now quoted nominal $2 for bleached, and 
$2 25 for unbleached. Of the former lime 
reduces the prices considerable, and of the 
latter sand has the same effect. We have 
teen shown a sample of Florida sheep's 
wool, unbleached, at much less than $2 25 
per lb, and on examination found it full of 
sand. An editorial ina late issue of our 
paper, referred to the probability ofsanded 
FS W being soon offered on our market, 
as a certain New York house had pur- 
chased 15 to 25 barrels of quicksand at 
Cedar Keys, receiving same at Key West. 
and was working with closed doors; and 
from the fact that sheep’s wool from Flor- 
ida, unbleached, has been sold at much 
less than actual cost to land, and contain- 
ing sand, we only judge our supposition of 
a fraud to be perpetrated is in actual ex- 
istence. And in our honest endeavors to 
give correct information as to actual price 
of goods, we are compelled to caution all 
buyers to be particular as to their sponge 
purchases. A written agreement as to size, 
number of pieces in a pound, and as to 
weight, should be demanded by buyers so 
there may be no claims to be made. 
Chamois skins are in small supply. Small 
to medium sizes seem to be in good de 
mand and are scarce. Corks are firm at 20 
and 10 per cent discount to the wholesale 
trade, and 10 per cent discount to retailers. 
The latter can have the wholesale dis- 
count by purchasing a bill netting $50. 
General sundries are doing well, travellers 
sending in orders quite freely. 

Druggist glass ware continues in good 
demand. Discounts are unchanged, and 
we quote flint 50 and 5, liquor dealers’ and 
green 60 and 10, and lettered prescription

Free Trade in Quinine, 


On the morning of the 22d ulto., the 
wholessle drug house’ of J. S. Burdal & 
Co., Cincinnati, was robbed of about $500 
worth of quinine and morphine, The rob- 
bery was evidently performed by a gang 
of burglars which has been operating in 
many of the Western cities of late, and 
which recently levied upon Messrs. Fuller 
& Fuller, of Chicago, to the extent of 600 
ozs. quinine; Messrs. Lord & Stuttenburg, 
of Chicago, tor 200 ozs. quinine, and 
Messrs. Morrison, Plummer & Co., for 50 
ozs. The next attack was upon Messrs. 
Colburn, Brooks & Co., of Peoria, and af- 
terwards the Cinzinnati robbery occurred. 
Since then one of the gang was captured, 
after a desperate struggle, by Messrs. 
Meyer Bros. & Co.’s Watchman, at their 
St. Louis house, while engaged in an at- 
tempt to rob them. The thieves who 
robbed Messrs. Burdsall & Co. were ar- 
rested at Columbus, Ind., while on their 
way to Chicago. The value of morphia, 
quinine, and the other light chemicals, 
and the ease with which they can be car- 
ried away, account for the preference man- 
ifested by the gang for this class of goods.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 


Antipote To ArTroping.—A case of 
poisoning by 2'¢ grains of sulphate of 
atropine is related by Dr. Purjesz in a 
German journal. He states that an en- 
tire cure was effecied in three hours by 
the administration of a centigramme of 
muriate of pilocarpine every five or ten 
minutes until 16 centigrammes had been 
taken. 


Compound Syrup of Hypophosphites. 
BY P. L. VREELAND, PH .G. 

This preparation, though not an offl- 
cinal one, might as well be, for it has 
become a@ common remedy with physi- 
cians. I judge that nearly every pharm- 
acist has had more or less difficulty in 
making a good and staple syrup, and 
chiefly when endeavoring to introduce 
the due amount of iron. Another trouble 
met with is in thoroughly dissolving the 
calcium salt, and it is to these two 
difficulties that the aim of our paper 
will direct. 

To givethe preparation its proper 
therapeutical credit, it becomes neces- 
aary to entirely dissolve the salt of lime 
and to introduce the iron salt into the 
preparation, otherwise than using the 
already finished hypophosphite of iron. 

Among the various meth dg for mak- 
ing this product, we have revamped a 
little by giving a out here and placing 
an addition there, and arranged a form- 
ala that works very satisfactorily, 
which is as follows: 


Sulphate of ironC. P......6 dr. 

Hypophosphite of lime...... 3'% dr. 

Boiling distilled water 

The sulphate of iron is dissolved iu 
about 1 oz. of the water and filtered, 
and the hypophosphite in the balance 
of the water and filtered; the two solu- 
tions are mixed in a pint bottle and 
allowed to steud for one hour until all 
the bypophosphite of iron is formed; 
at the end of the stated time the megma 
is turned upon a filter of linen, pressed 
and filtered afresh tirough paper, and 
sufficient distilled water is added to 
make the measure 18 0z. In this way 
of introducing the hypophosphite of 
iron into the syrup, we have our iron 
freshly made, and at the same time in 
solution in readiness to combine direct- 
ly with the other salts, which are as fol- 
lows: 

ypophoaphite of Calcium .768 grs. 

** Sodium..512 ** 
** P’tassiam256 


The solution of the hypophosphite of 
iron is first heated to the boiling point, 
and in it are dissolved the salts of soda, 
limes and potash, by the aid ‘of two 
drachms of citric acid; whica helps to 
dissolve all of the lime salt. The solu- 
tion is thus filtered, and in it is dis 
solved the given amount of sugar. Each 
teaspoonful contains: 


3 grains of Bypophongtits of lime.

a “ potash.

The citric acid is used for the purpose 
of dissolving the calcium salt, also of 
masking the iron taste, giving to the 
finished syrup an egrceable tartness. —

Mr. McDonnel 
concludes his report of the investiga- 
tion as follows: ‘Iu ali charity might we 
not say that the tannin that should be 
in this preparation, being itself a glavo- 
side, might it not by their (the manu- 
facturers) superior manipulation, be 
converted into glucose; but, on the 
other hand, how sulphate of zinc, and 
sulphate of alumina, and ammonia, 
could be extracted from pinus cana- 
densis, is a pill that will require a supe- 
rior coating to that furnished by grap2 
sigar before we can swallow it.” In 
other words, it won’t go down. 


On Repercolation. 
BY A. L, LENGFELD, M, D. 


I would respectfully call your attention 
to a modification of Squibb’s process of 
repercolation. 

As probably all are familiar with 
Squibb’s process, it will be needless for 
me to recapitulate jurther than to say 
that, in his process a special percolator, 
invented by him, is required. In my 
modification, the ordinary tin or glass 
percolators found in every pharmacy 
will answer. I place them in proper 
supports one above the other, so that 
the nozzle of each shall extend through 
the cover into the percolator below. 
This, with a tared bottle to receive the 
finished fluid extract, completes the ap- 
paratus. 

Desiring to prepare a fluid extract, I 
first thoroughly moisten the drug with 
the proper menstroum, divide it inio 
equal parts (generally four), and pack 
it in the percolator. On the top dis- 
phragm of each percolator, and under 
the projecting nozzle from above, I 
place the cover of a 34 oz. cold cream 
pot, so that each drop, as it strikes 
thereon, is broken up and spread 
throughout the mass, thus avoiding the 
formation of grooves and air passages. 
Now place the percvlators in position, 
with the stop-cocks closed. Pour on 
the drug in the top one a_ snuffi- 
ciency of the menstruum, but 
slightly exceeding the quantity of 
finished fluid extract desired. Macerate 
for forty eight hours; then slowly per- 
colate in the second; eg ain maerate, aod 
repeat the same process for the remain- 
ing percolators. Lastly, reserve ithe 
portion received in the tared bottle as 
finished fluid extract, and, if desired, 
continue the percolation with freth 


menstruum, and keep as reserve tincture, 
for use when a fluid extract of the same 
drug is again to be prepared. 

The advantages of this modification 
are : 

1st. ‘Uhere is no need of a special ap- 
paratus. 

20d. No great experince or excessive 
care is 1¢quired to obtain even good re- 
sults, provided ordinary judgment is 
used in the selection of a good drug and 
a good mensiruum. 

3d. Its adaptability for ordinary or 
even small quantities, such as are re- 
quired for an ordinary retai! pharmacy. 

4th. The results obtained, whica in 
the preparation of over 30 different ex- 
tracts, average equal to those of Dr. 
Squibb ia the quantity of extraciive 
matter they hold in solution. 

In conclusion, I would state that this 
same process applied to the preparation 
of tinctures, especially those made from 
bulky drugs, such as arpica, ginger, 
ete., give most ercellent results, far ex- 
ceeding that obtained by simple perco- 
lation.—- Proc, of the Cal. Phar, Assn.
